e a t o r for March. 
Only thirteen have 
a memb ership of over five 
hundred 
thousand, and only thirty-two a mem­ 
b ership of over one hundred thous­ 
and. 
No one church speaks for more 
than one-third of the total 
m em b er­ 
ship of all churches, while all church 
b odies comb ined claim 
only three- 
eighths of our population. 
A t the Presidential 
election of 19 08 
fifteen million adults we.*e ab le, amic­ 
ab ly, to 
express their 
differences 
through only 
five n ation a l 
parties. 
Yet the church requires one hundred 
and fifty-odd parties to com pass the 
religious differences of a much sm aller 
num b er of male adults. 
W ithin 
any 
religious denom ination there is prob ­ 
ab ly more dissatisfaction 
and 
le9 s 
agreement than within any 
political 
party. 
Until the church sees the b eam 
in its own eye, how can it hope to lo­ 
cate the mote in society’s?

CHAOTIC STATE 


Legislative Apathy Alarms the 


President’s Friends.

W ashington, Feb. 16.—Among Presi­ 
den t T aft’s friends the indifference of 
congress to the adm inistration’s legis­ 
lative program is beginning to cause 
som e concern. 
N early all 
of 
the 
m easures advocated by the president 
have been before congress since the 
beginning of the session, but no sub­ 
stantial progress has been made on 
th e slate as a whole. 
The president 
him self is said 
to be considerably 
aroused over the situation, although 
he has been assured by the responsi­ 
ble leaders th a t things will work out 
satisfactorily. 
It became known after the presi­ 
d en t’s retu rn from his Lincoln birth­ 
day trip to New York that he had de­ 
cided to stop explaining and buckle 
down to the job of pushing his bills 
through congress. 
Since then he has 
been informed more in detail of the 
chaotic conditions in congress, and it 
Is said he w'ill begin to call senators 
and 
representatives 
to 
the 
W hite 
House executive offices within the next 
few days and ask them to settle down 
to business. The apparent indifference 
to the Taft legislative program is pret­ 
ty well illustrated by the difficulty 
th a t the senate com m ittee on terri­ 
tories has been having to get action on 
the hill reorganizing the government 
of Alaska. 
The com m ittee has met 
several times without being able to 
scare up a quorum. 
A meeting was 
held yesterday to consider some of the 
am endm ents 
to the bill, but again 
there w ere too many vacant seats. 
One Republican senator com m ented 
on the situation in this way: 
“ In the twelve years that I have 
been in the adnate I have never before 
seen conditions sinh th a t I could not 
s a y in a general way what was going 
to he done—such conditions of mingled 
Indifference and hostility.’’ 
The am bitious program which P res­ 
ident T aft presented to congress con­ 
sisted of the statehood bill, the Alas­ 
ka bill, the anti-injunction bill. the pos­ 
tal savings hank hill, additional am end­ 
m e n t s to the railroad rate law. and the 
federal incorporation ac*. 
, Tho president already has Indicated 
th a t he will not insist on the passage 
of the federal Incorporation act. 
He 
has come to the conclusion, it is said, 
that before this bill can he passed he 
and the party must conduct a cam ­ 
paign of education in regard to it. 
As 
to th** rem aining five adm inistration 
m easures a statehood hill supposed to 
have had the approval of the president 
has been passed by the house. 
It de 
velops now, however, that the presi­ 
dent really approves the senate bill. It 
differs widely from the house bill and 
is objected t<* by the territories asking 
statehood. 
The Alaskan bill .which is said to he 
th e favorite m easure of the president, 
is drifting along with the senate seem ­ 
ingly indifferent, as is indicated by the 
difficulty of getting a com m ittee quo­ 
rum. 
The real point of trouble over 
this bill seem s to h** the proposed leg­ 
islative council. 
This, according to 
provisions of the bill, w'ill be appointed 
by the president. 
A strong sentim ent 
h as developed in favor of an elective 
council. 
The railroad hill am endm ents ha^e 
not been reported by either the in' *r- 
sta te and foreign com m erce com m it­ 
tee of the house or the corresponding 
com m ittee of the senate. 
R epresen­ 
tative Mann of Illinois, chairm an of 
the house com m ittee, is antagonistic 
to the president’s ideas, particularly 
those pertaining to an interstate com ­ 
m erce court 
F ro m tho present out­ 
look lf is not at all certain that the bill 
to be reported in either body will he 
drafted along the exact lines urged by 
the president. 
F ear is openly expressed by leaders 
In congress, and it is shared by the 
adm inistration, th a t the postal savings 
bank bill will fall by the Wayside. 
It 
looked a month ago as if this bill 
would be am ong the first on the Taft 
higislative program to be spread on 
the statutes. 
T here is no organized 
opposition to the creation of a postal 
savings hank law, hut differences have 
developed as to the disposition of de­ 
posits that may result in this m easure 
§oing over for action at some future 
session. 
T he president had hoped th at con­ 
gress m ight be over by May 15, and the 
headers of congress them selves w ant 
to get aw ay as early as possible to 
start repairing cam paign fences. 
No­ 
body expects th a t th e session will be 
m ded by May 15. If It is congress will 
have to do a good deal harder and 
faster work th an it has in the few 
months since the beginning of the sea-

ROOSEVELT’S VISIT 
PERPLEXES KAISER 


German Foreign Office Falls ot 
Hear From Colonel. 


V ick’s 
Garden and Floral

Berlin, Feb. 14.—For some weeks 
the foreign office has endeavored to 
learn 
just 
when 
former 
President 
Roosevelt expects to be in Germany, 
but is still in the dark as to his plans. 
It has been widely published that Mr. 
Roosevelt will be in Berlin on April 
28, but if this is so it is not known of­ 
ficially, and the situation is embar­ 
rassing in a way, as Emperor Wil­ 
liam’s spring plans cannot be definite­ 
ly arranged in the meantime, because 
his majesty purposes to be in the cap­ 
ital when his guest arrives. 
Official messages have now been ad­ 
dressed to Mr. Roosevelt with instruc­ 
tions that they be forwarded with the 
greatest dispatch and, if necessary, by 
native runners if he can thus be reach­ 
ed sooner between telegraphic points. 
A reply from him making known his 
intentions is expected any day now. 
It is understood that the emperor 
has invited Mr. Roosevelt to be his 
personal guest, and whether he will be 
accorded the honors usually bestowed 
upon the head of a government, is a 
question which is frequently suggested 
by the paragraphers of the press. 
That the former president will be thus 
honored is denied with much positive­ 
ness by one of the news agencies. This 
agency declares that however much 
the emperor may desire to honor his 
guest, he cannot receive him person­ 
ally at the railway station or send a 
royal prince as his representative to 
meet him, because this would be a too 
obvious departure from state etiquette. 
One editorial commentator suggests 
that the emperor must have considera­ 
tion for President Taft and not ex­ 
hibit too demonstratively his regard 
for the president’s predecessor.

Insurgents Take Gomforl From 


Certain Signs. 


MADE DEFENSE ON THE FLOOR 


Breaking Silence For the First Time 


During 
the 
Present 
Session, 
the 


Speaker Made an Address From the 


Floor of the House in Which He De­ 


fended the Rules Committee— In the 


Same Breath He Threw Out a Hint 


to the Republicans to Cease Their 


Bickerings or Prepare to See Them­ 


selves Occupying the Minority Side 


of the Chamber. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
15. — Stepping 
down from his “throne,” Speaker Can­ 
non delivered a speech from the floor 
of the house. Uncle Joe started out to 
indorse the river and harbor bill, 
which was up for consideration before 
the house in committee of the whole, 
but he soon switched off to the subject 
of newspaper abuse and the rules of 
the house. To see the speaker defend­ 
ing the rules from the floor was a 
sight that cheered the hearts of the 
insurgents. 
They took the speaker’s 
words as the best evidence that he is 
worried 
over 
the 
campaign 
being 
waged against him, especially the talk 
of an enlargement of the rules com­ 
mittee from five to eleven members. 
It was the first time in the present ses­ 
sion that Unci Joe lias spoken from 
the floor. 
The speaker had handed 
his gavel to Representative Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania and had sauntered over 
to the Republican side of the chamber. 
He was listening to the rather desul­ 
tory debate when suddenly the spirit 
seemed 
to move him 
and 
up he 
jumped. 
Concerning the rules of the majority 
in the house, he said: 
“The great 
mass of business that is covered by 
30,000 bills pending before the various 
committees, no man ever lived who 
could exhaust all of them. 
We must 
follow’ the committees. 
No congress 
will ever exist that can ever consider 
all of the 30,000 bills, unless God in his 
infinite mercy lengthens the hours of 
the day and the days of the year for 
us while we occupy temporarily the 
places that we do occupy to preserve j 
that machinery by which a 
can transact the public business and 
to preserve it, looking into the faces 
of the gentlemen on the other side, so 
that when the wisdom of the people 
and the favor of God may give, per­ 
chance in the fullness of years, a ma­ 
jority to them, they will have the rules 
and the order of procedure, the pro­ 
duct of the experience of 120 years un­ 
hampered. 
Thus they may run the 
business of the house and glorify in 
the consideration of the river and har­ 
bor bill and all other hills for the ad­ 
vantage not of men of their organiza­ 
tion. but for all the ninety million peo­ 
ple. 
And while we seemingly strut 
and fret, declaim and are interviewed 
constantly in the public prints—not­ 
withstanding all that the people of the 
United States will hold responsible 
from time to time, the party in power 
for legislative results, and unless that 
party has the machinery and the pro­ 
cedure to achieve those results they 
will not have full power, although they 
may be In the majority.” 
Uncle Joe’s reference to the possi­ 
bility in the remote future of a Dem­ 
ocratic house wras greeted with laugh­ 
ter, hut it is likely that the speaker 
intended this as a delicate hint as to 
w’hat might be more immediately In 
store for the Republican party If the 
bickerings and controversies within 
the party continues. There is no doubt 
that Uncle Joe is more exercised at 
this time than he has ever been before 
over the possibility of the success of 
the movement against him. Uncle Joe 
has spent a lot of time recently on the 
floor of the house hobnobbing with and 
buttonholing the members, and his ob­ 
vious desire to be agreeable has ex­ 
cited a good deal of comment.

Indianapolis, Feb. 16.—State Labor 
Commissioners Charles F. Woerner 
and Harry Slough, wh^liave been fol­ 
lowing the strike of nte employes of 
the American Car and Foundry com­ 
pany at Hammond, have little hope of 
bringing about a reconciliation be­ 
tween the contending sides, according 
to a statement made by Mr. Slough. 
The contention, he said, has gone be­ 
yond the confines of a mere strike fo 
higher wages or more satisfactory la­ 
bor conditions, and has assumed the 
proportions of a Socialist movement, 
which must take its course. 
In a recent conference by the com­ 
missioners with the striking employes 
and the foundry operators the commis­ 
sioners were able to get the contend­ 
ing sides to reach a temporary agree­ 
ment, 
which, according to 
reports 
which reached the commission this 
week, has been set aside. 
The com­ 
missioners have obtained copies of a 
large number of handbills advertising 
meetings of the strikers. 
These are 
printed In two and three languages on 
each bill, reaching every nationality 
represented among the mill workers, 
and calling attention particularly to ad­ 
dresses to be made by labor agitators 
ana leaders who took part In the re­ 
cent great strike at McKees Rocks, Pa. 
According to Mr. Slough, the strike 
movement is a part of an organized 
movement to bring all the strikers to­ 
gether as members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, an organization 
opposed to the National Federation of 
Labor, and which wishes to do away 
with the wage system and to substi­ 
tute participation in production. 
The 
great proportion of foreign labor em­ 
ployed in the car and foundry works, 
the commissioners found, is making 
Hammond a particularly fruitful place 
for the advancement of the organiza­ 
tion.
